Oswald Edward Snead was born in Ips- 
wich, Suffolk, England, the only son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hareld B. Snead. He

when Ed was only five years old. 

Mother and son settled first in Toronto, 
then in Streetsville for six months, and then 
moved on to Vancouver in the fall of 1913.

On July 2, 1923, he saw a newspaper ad- 
vertisement for a “clerk for head office of 
local utility company”. At 9 a.m, the next 
day, he applied to James Hamilton, now vice- 
president of the British Columbia Telephone 
Company and then auditor.
